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ROBERT H. CASTELLINI 


On Nov. 2, 2005, the Cincinnati Reds announced that the controlling 
interest in the club would be acquired by a group of Cincinnatians led by 
Robert H. Castellini, Chairman of Castellini Company. 


Other members of the group acquiring the controlling interest include 
Thomas L. Williams and W. Joseph Williams, Jr., President and Chairman, 
respectively, of Cincinnati based North American Properties. 


The sale of the club was completed on Jan. 19, 2006, and Mr. Castellini 
assumed control of the Club as its Chief Executive Officer. 


Mr. Castellini has been involved in Major League Baseball for close to 
40 years. He became a partner in the Texas Rangers in 1989 and the 
Baltimore Orioles in 1993. From 1995 until 2006 Mr. Castellini was a major 
partner in the St. Louis Cardinals. His interest in the Cardinals was sold 
as a condition of his acquisition of the Cincinnati Reds. 


Mr. Castellini has been the Chairman of Castellini Group of Companies since 1992, following tenures as Executive 
Vice President from 1967-1970 and President from 1970-1992. The Castellini Company businesses include 
perishable distribution, food processing, public warehousing, transportation logistics and leasing. 


In 1963, he graduated from Georgetown University with a degree in economics and after two years as an officer 
in the U.S. Army he received his MBA from Wharton Graduate School in 1967. 


Mr. Castellini is very active in the Cincinnati community. He served as a member of the Board of Trustees for 
Xavier University as well as Chairman of Xavier's Development Committee, member and Past President of 
the Cincinnati Business Committee, a member of the Commercial and Commonwealth Clubs of Cincinnati as 
well as past president of both clubs, member of the Chief Executives Organization and Past President of the 
Young Presidents’ Organization, Cincinnati Chapter. He donates his time as a board member of the Cincinnati 
Center City Development Committee (CDC), chairman of the Joint Banks Steering Committee, Board Chair 
of Cincinnati Equity Fund and was instrumental in establishing the Good Samaritan Free Health Center and 
the Endowed Chair in Cardiothoracic Surgery at the Christ Hospital. 


He has also been a member of the boards of directors for PNC Bank, Ohio and United States Playing Card 
Company, Comair Airlines, Babson College Board of Trustees, Denison University Board of Trustees and 
President of the Queen City Club. Mr. Castellini has been Chairman of the Boards of Trustees for both Tri 
Health, Inc., the Good Samaritan Hospital and the Cincinnati Zoo, a Board of Trustees member for the National 
Underground Railroad Freedom Center and the Cincinnati Art Museum.

Joe Williams is the Chairman of North American Properties, a national real estate 
development company. Mr. Williams joined North American as an Executive Vice 
President in 1970. He was the President from 1984 through 1994. Since 1994, 
he has served as Chairman of the Board. 


Mr. Williams served in the United States Army prior to joining North American 
Properties. 


Mr. Williams is the Chairman and one of the principal owners of the Cincinnati Reds. 
Mr. Williams’ family has along history with Major League Baseball. Mr. Williams’ father, William J. Williams, Sr., 
served as Vice President and part owner of the Cincinnati Reds from 1966 to 1982 before becoming General 
Partner in 1982. During the period from 1970 to 1982, Mr. Williams, Jr. served on the Board of Directors of 
the Cincinnati Reds. The family sold its interest in 1984. In 1993, Mr. Williams became a part owner of the 
Baltimore Orioles. Mr. Williams was an owner of the St. Louis Cardinals from 1996 to 2005. 


He graduated from Xavier University in 1969.

VICE CHAIRMAN 


Tom Williams is President and Chief Executive Officer of North American Properties, 
a national real estate development company. He has been President of North 
American Properties since 1994 and served as Vice President from 1986 through 
1994. He was an associate with the law firm Frost & Jacobs from 1983 through 1986. 
Mr. Williams is Vice-Chairman and one of the principal owners of the Cincinnati 
Reds. He is a former owner of the St. Louis Cardinals from 1996 to 2006 and, prior 
to that, was an owner of the Baltimore Orioles. 

Mr. Williams is one of the principal owners and a board member of Skyline Chili, Inc. He completed a purchase 
agreement in December 2020 to assure this iconic Cincinnati brand will remain privately held by local ownership 
with deep Cincinnati roots, while simultaneously positioning itself for continued success and growth. 

Mr. Williams is a co-founder of Nehemiah Manufacturing Co. Nehemiah was founded in 2009 with the mission 
to build brands, create jobs, and change lives. Nehemiah is committed to bringing manufacturing jobs back to 
the inner city of Cincinnati to stimulate community development and economic growth. Nehemiah is a second- 
chance company. Many employees who come to Nehemiah just need a chance to prove themselves. 

Mr. Williams currently serves on numerous Boards including JobsOhio, Western and Southern Financial Group, 
Cincinnati Equity Fund, Cincinnati Center City Development Corporation (CDC), Cintrifuse, and Cincinnati USA 
Regional Chamber. He is also a member of the JobsOhio Executive Committee and Investment Committee. 
He is a member of Western and Southern’s Executive Committee and Finance Committee and is Chairman 
of the Western & Southern Foundation. He chairs 3CDC’s Development and Finance Committee, and he is a 
member of the Cintrifuse Executive Committee. 

Mr. Williams is a member of the Commission for Inclusive Capitalism. He is a Cochair of the Child Poverty 
Collaborative. He is an advisory member of The Cincinnati Chamber’s Workforce Innovation Center. He is 
a member (past Chair) of REDI (Regional Economic Development Initiative) Cincinnati, and he is Co-Chair of 
Build Our New Bridge Now Coalition.

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HILLIP J. CASTELLINI 


PRESIDENT & CHIEF OPERATING OFFICER 


As President & Chief Operating Officer of the Cincinnati Reds, Phillip J. Castellini 
is responsible for all business and ballpark operations of the organization, 
including a primary focus on the growth of new revenue through ticket sales, 
corporate sponsorships, and special events. Mr. Castellini works closely with team 
concessionaire Delaware North Companies (DNC) on merchandising, licensing and 
food and beverage options. Additionally, Mr. Castellini oversees the Reds broadcast 
relationships. 


During his tenure, Mr. Castellini has made fan engagement a priority throughout 
the organization which has led to innovations in the game production, the ballpark 
experience, and fan friendly events throughout the year. 


As head of business operations, Mr. Castellini has led the planning and design of the extensive capital 
improvements in and around the ballpark that enhance the fan experience. For 2024, he is debuting a new 
self-serve Food Hub concept on the terrace level, and a renovation of The Lexus Diamond Club. In 2020, Mr. 
Castellini led the concept and design of The Boone County Bourbon Press Club, a bourbon themed premium 
seating area located behind home plate in the former press box offering first-class dining and amenities. In 
2021, the new Tri Health Family Zone opened on the view level overlooking the Ohio River and The Banks 
Entertainment District. The Family Zone is a combination of indoor and outdoor interactive spaces including 
a kid’s play area, family focused concession stand, beer, and wine bar, large two seat swinging benches that 
overlook the river, miniature batting cages and relaxing lounge spaces for the whole family. The indoor spaces 
include a second Mother's nursing suite, a sensory room experience, reading and activity room. 


Under Mr. Castellini’s direction, locally renowned food 
and beverages are now served throughout the ballpark 
which broadly expands the traditional ballpark offerings. 
His commitment to fan entertainment reaches beyond the 
ballpark with the annual production of the best-in-class events 
such as Redsfest, the Opening Day Block Party, the Reds 
Caravan, the Hall of Fame Induction Gala, and numerous 
events for the Reds Community Fund. 


Mr. Castellini also plays a pivotal role in the club's community 
efforts, serving as an executive committee board member 
for the Reds Community Fund. He assisted with the 
development of funding for the P&G Cincinnati MLB Urban 
Youth Academy in Roselawn, which broke ground in 2013 
and opened in 2014. This academy is the first in the Midwest 
as part of Major League Baseball’s Urban Youth Academy 
program. Annually, Mr. Castellini and the Reds Community 
Fund invests with other local partners in a Community 
Makeover Project for the purpose of improving the lives of 
that community by providing facilities where youth can enjoy 
baseball and other needed services. 


On the league-wide level, Mr. Castellini was instrumental in 
securing Cincinnati as the host city for the 2015 Major League 
Baseball All-Star Game. He also represents the Reds as 
one of eight teams on Major League Baseball’s Diversity & 
Inclusion and International Committees. 


After first joining the Reds following the 2005 season as Senior Director of Business Operations, Mr. Castellini was 
promoted to Senior Vice President of Business Operations in January 2007 before assuming his current position 
in January 2008. He reports directly to Reds CEO Bob Castellini and works closely with the ownership group. 


In addition to his Reds duties, Mr. Castellini is an active member of the Greater Cincinnati community. He is 
currently a member of institutions such as the TriHealth, Inc. Board, Cincinnati Regional Business Committee 
(CRBC) Board, REDI Cincinnati Board of Directors, Cincinnati Experience Board, Cincinnati Innovation District 
Advisory Council, Transportation Business Coalition, Young Presidents’ Organization, Commonwealth Club and 
Queen City Club. Since 1993 he also has served as President of Merchants Cold Storage in Walton, Kentucky. 


A graduate of Babson College, Mr. Castellini has a Bachelor of Science, Marketing and Entrepreneurial studies 
and a minor in literature. He also has attended post-graduate studies through the University of Pittsburgh’s 
Semester at Sea program. He and his wife Britt have five children: Lucia, Gabriella, Chloe, Millie and John James. 
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NICK KRALL 


Nick Krall enters his 22nd season with the Reds, his first full season as President 
and his fourth as head of the team’s baseball operations department. He earned his 
September 29, 2023 promotion after six seasons as Vice President, General Manager 
On October 19, 2020 he was named the Reds’ top baseball official. Krall spent the 
2016 and 2017 seasons as Vice President, Assistant General Manager, and on May 
9, 2018 he was named the Reds’ 19th general manager. In that GM role, in 2020 he 
helped guide the club to its first Postseason appearance since 2013. 


In his current General Manager role, he oversees all aspects of the Baseball 
Operations department. This includes all Major League operations: administration, 
arbitration, contract negotiations, rules and waivers compliance, and player acquisitions, Player Development, 
Amateur Scouting, International Scouting, Professional and Analytics. In his previous role, Krall oversaw the 
Professional Scouting department and the Baseball Operations Intern program, which has led to numerous 
former interns finding employment in the baseball industry. 


Krall was hired by the Reds in 2003 to oversee the team’s advance scouting preparation. In 2008, he was promoted 
to Assistant Director of Baseball Operations and served in that role until 2013, when he was promoted to Director 
of Baseball Operations. In 2014, he became Senior Director of Baseball Operations and in 2015 was promoted 
to Assistant General Manager. Before coming to Cincinnati, Krall worked for the Oakland Athletics during the 
2001 and 2002 seasons in various capacities, including Baseball Operations. Prior to his stint in Oakland, he 
interned for the now-defunct New Jersey Cardinals of the NY Penn League. The Rossville, PA native received 
his B.E. in Kinesiology from Louisiana State University in 2000. Krall resides in Northern Kentucky with his wife

Brad Meador is in his 15th year with the Reds, his first as Senior Vice President and 
General Manager following two years as Vice President/Assistant GM of Scouting 
and Player Development. He was promoted to his current position on September 29, 
2023, when Nick Krall was promoted to President of Baseball Operations. 


Before he was named assistant general manager, he spent three seasons as 
the organization’s Director, Amateur Scouting and oversaw the amateur scouting 
department and all aspects of scouting for the annual first-year player draft. Meador 
joined the organization as an area supervisor in 2009 and spent two years as the 
Reds’ Midwest cross checker.

WALT JOCKETTY 


After serving from 2008-2016 as the President of Baseball Operations and General 
Manager for the Reds, Mr. Jocketty transitioned into a new role as Executive Advisor to the 
CEO. Mr. Jocketty is in his 49th season in professional baseball. After the 2014 season, 
Mr. Jocketty received the John Schuerholz Award honoring his 20 years of service as a 
GM. In 2010, he was named Major League Baseball’s Executive of the Year by Sporting 
News after leading the Reds to an NL Central title and the club’s first playoff appearance 
since 1995. He previously received that honor in 2000 and 2004 and the same from 
Baseball America in 2000. In 2004, he also received the Rube Foster Legacy Award from 
the Negro Hall of Fame as National League Executive of the Year. 


Before joining the Reds, Mr. Jocketty spent 13 years with the St. Louis Cardinals as Vice President and General Manager. 
He assembled teams that made seven playoff appearances and won six outright NL Central titles, two NL pennants 
and the 2006 World Series. In February 2007, he was inducted into the Missouri Sports Hall of Fame. 


In 1993, prior to his tenure with the Cardinals, Mr. Jocketty joined the Colorado Rockies as assistant general manager/ 
player personnel. This was after working for the Oakland Athletics for 14 seasons where he was hired in 1980 as 
director of minor league operations and scouting and later, director of baseball administration. He was instrumental in 
overhauling the organization’s minor league system and played a key role in establishing the Arizona Rookie League 
and the Dominican Summer League. Mr. Jocketty and his wife, Sue, reside in Paradise Valley, AZ. Their daughter 
Ashley and son Joey also reside in Phoenix, AZ. Joey is a professional scout for the Reds. 


BARRY LARKIN 


Hall of Fame shortstop Barry Larkin is in his eighth season in the front office, his second 
as Senior Advisor, Business & Baseball Operations. Prior to his current position, where 
he plays a crucial role advising to optimize player performance, Larkin worked for two 
years as Senior Advisor to President and COO Phil Castellini after spending five years 
as Special Assistant to the GM. He also is a color analyst on Reds TV broadcasts. 


The Cincinnati native spent his entire 19-year Major League career with the Reds. He 
was a 12-time National League All-Star, voted in five times as a starter. He won the 
1995 NL MVP Award, a World Series championship in 1990, nine Louisville Slugger 
Silver Slugger Awards and three Rawlings Gold Glove Awards. He was inducted into 
the Reds Hall of Fame in 2008 and into Cooperstown’s National Baseball Hall of Fame 
in 2012. After he retired as a player, Larkin joined the front office of the Washington Nationals then went on to TV 
analyst roles at MLB Network and ESPN. In 2015, he rejoined the Reds as a roving minor league infield instructor. 


KAREN FORGUS 


Karen Forgus is a native Cincinnatian and lifelong Reds fan who is in her 18th season 
with the organization, joining in December 2006 as Vice President of Marketing & 
Communications, then serving as Senior Vice President of Business Operations before 
her current role as Chief Communications & Community Officer. She and Phil Castellini 
are the Reds lead liaisons for civic, community and non-profit relationships, including 
those involving Major League Baseball. 


In her current role, Karen oversees marketing, communications, broadcasting, social 
media, digital media, in-game entertainment, productions, consumer clubs, advertising, 
public relations, promotional events, community relations, the Reds Community Fund and the Reds Hall of Fame. 
With her leadership team and staff, all strategy and content associated with these areas happens through her office.

Davis was a three-time Gold Glove winner, a two-time Silver Slugger 
recipient and posted seven 20 homer/20 stolen base seasons, including the first 30/30 
a campaign in Reds history (1987).

Davis originally retired after the 1994 season because of a herniated disc in his neck but 
returned in 1996 to bat .287 with 26 HR, 83 RBI and 23 stolen bases in 129 games for the Reds. He overcame 
adversity once again in 1998, when he came back from colon cancer to bat a career-high .327 with 28 HR and 
89 RBI in 131 games for the Orioles. 


SHAWN PENDER - Senior Advisor to the President of Baseball Ops & SVP/GM 


Shawn Pender enters his 17th season with the Reds and his first in a new role following five 
years as Vice President of Player Development. Pender has worked in multiple capacities 
with the Reds and throughout his professional baseball career both in scouting and player 
development. He originally signed with the Pittsburgh Pirates in 1984, following a two-year 
playing career he began a scouting career as an area scout with the Astros in Florida.

Soto led the National 
League in starts in 1981 (25), in complete games in 1983 (18) and 1984 (13) and in 
strikeouts per 9 innings ratio in 1980 (8.61) and 1982 (9.57). He was inducted into the 
Reds Hall of Fame in 2001. Soto was the pitching coach for the Dominican Republic in 
the 2009 World Baseball Classic. 
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MD - Team Physician 

Dr. Andrew Razzano is in his second season as the Reds’ team physician. Dr. Razzano 
is a board-certified and fellowship-trained orthopaedic surgeon whose special interests 
include sports medicine and the treatment of knee, shoulder, and elbow injuries. He 
performs knee and shoulder total joint replacements, as well as minimally invasive 
treatments for the knee, shoulder and elbow.

Now in his 28th year associated with 
the organization, Dr. Kremchek is serving as a consultant to the organization’s major 
and minor league medical programs. Dr. Kremchek has become a nationally recognized 
consultant for athletes in Major League Baseball and other sports at the high school, 
amateur and professional levels.

Hall of Famer Barry Larkin is in his fourth season on the Reds Television Network 
broadcast team and will share with veteran Chris Welsh the color analyst duties. Larkin 
previously worked as an analyst for Major League Baseball broadcasts on MLB Network 
and ESPN. He is in his eighth season in the Reds’ front office, his first as Senior Advisor, 
Business & Baseball Operations. Prior to his current front office role, he worked for two 
years as Senior Advisor to President and COO Phil Castellini after spending the previous 
five years as Special Assistant to the General Manager. The Cincinnati native spent his 
entire 19-year Major League career with the Reds. He was a 12-time National League 
All-Star, voted in five times as a starter. He won the 1995 NL MVP Award, a World 
Series championship in 1990, nine Louisville Slugger Silver Slugger Awards and three 
Rawlings Gold Glove Awards for defensive excellence. For his career, he hit .295 and 
had nine seasons where he batted at least .300. “The Captain” hit 198 home runs and finished with 960 RBI in 
2,180 career games. Larkin was the first shortstop in Major League history to produce 30 home runs and 30 
steals in the same season. He was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame in 2008 and into the National Baseball 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown in 2012. Following his retirement as a player, Larkin joined the front office of the 
Washington Nationals then went on to TV analyst roles at MLB Network and ESPN. In 2015, he rejoined the 
Reds organization as a roving minor league infield instructor. 
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JIM DAY 


Jim Day is in his 23rd season as a familiar face and voice on Reds Television Network 
broadcasts, returning this season as the dugout reporter. From 2011-2020, he split his time 
on the air between the sideline and lead play-by-play roles. In 2018 and 2019, Day split 
duties between Reds TV and Reds on Radio, covering radio play-by-play duties during 
the off days of Hall of Famer Marty Brennaman and Jeff Brantley while also working TV 
play-by-play in addition to his pre- and post-game show stints. For 17 seasons, he served 
as the main host of the Emmy Award-winning pre- and post-game shows, Reds Live. In 
2019, he was nominated for the National Sports Media Association’s Sportscaster of the 
Year Award for Ohio. Day is an Emmy Award-winning reporter with 33 years’ experience 
in sports broadcasting. After graduating from Otterbein College, Day worked at WSYX-TV 
as an anchor/reporter in his hometown of Columbus, Ohio. Following a 3-year stay at 
WFTS-TV in Tampa, Day returned to his roots to work for FOX Sports Net Ohio. He has served in various roles 
for FOX Sports Ohio while covering every major sport for the network. 


JEFF BRANTLEY 


Jeff Brantley is in his 18th season as a member of the Reds Radio and Reds Television 
Network broadcast teams. He was hired in October 2006. After he retired as a player 
following the 2001 season, Brantley joined ESPN as an in-game analyst and also as 
a studio analyst on the network’s popular Baseball Tonight show. In March 2006, he 
broadcast several telecasts of the inaugural World Baseball Classic. Brantley spent 
14 seasons in the Major Leagues and enjoyed some of his best years while pitching 
for the Reds from 1994-1997, when he posted a 2.64 ERA and 88 saves. He is tied for 
sixth on the club’s all-time saves list. In 1996 he earned the Rolaids Relief Man Award 
after leading the National League with 44 saves. His 44 saves that season remains the 
Reds’ single-season record. Brantley also pitched for the Giants, Cardinals, Phillies and 
Rangers. He was an All-Star for San Francisco in 1990 and finished his career with 172 
saves and a 3.39 ERA in 615 games. He is enshrined on the Giants’ Wall of Fame at AT&T Park. Brantley is a 
graduate of Mississippi State University, where he led the Bulldogs to a third-place finish at the College World 
Series. He was a 4-year letterwinner for MSU and was named first-team All-American in 1985. A member of the 
Mississippi State Hall of Fame, Brantley’s uniform number 8 was retired in 2000. In 2010 he was inducted into 
the State of Mississippi Sports Hall of Fame and in February 2019 was a member of the inaugural class of the 
prestigious Ron Polk Ring of Honor along with Will Clark, the late David “Boo” Ferriss, the late C.R. “Dudy” Noble 
and Rafael Palmeiro. He has been involved in several youth baseball groups like Garth Brooks’ “Teammates for 
Kids” and an inner-city baseball program in Jackson, Mississippi. Jeff and wife Ashley have 2 children, Elizabeth 
and Mason. He has two other children, Emily and Murphy.

Tommy Thrall is in his sixth full season broadcasting for the Reds, his fifth as the full-time 
play-by-play announcer on rights holder 700 WLW Radio.

Conger spent the 2019 and 2020 seasons with 
the Texas Rangers organization, first as pitching coach for the Rangers’ Arizona League team in 2019 and then as 
a roving pitching instructor/coach. Prior to joining the Rangers, Bryan had a distinguished college coaching career, 
most prominently as head baseball coach at Tarleton State University (2008-2018). He also served as an assistant 


coach/recruiting coordinator at the University of Utah (2003-2008), head coach at Cloud County Community College (2002-2003) and assistant 
coach/recruiting coordinator at Lamar Community College (2000-2002). Bryan holds bachelor's degree in communications and a master's degree 
in education from Tarleton State University. 


CASEY WEATHERS - Pitching Coordinator 

Casey Weathers is in his fifth season in the organization, his third as a pitching coordinator in the player development 
system. Under Major League pitching coach and director of pitching Derek Johnson, he will work with Brian Conger, 
also a minor league pitching coordinator, in communicating to minor league pitchers and coaches the overall vision of 
the pitching department while helping facilitate and drive initiatives, curriculum and content. Weathers spent the 2020 
and 2021 seasons as rehabilitation coach / Arizona Complex League development coach. He was hired by the Reds 
after working at Optimum Athletes in Sacramento, CA. Casey pitched for 9 seasons with the Rockies, Cubs, Rays and 
Indians organizations after he was selected in the first round of the June 2007 first-year player draft by Colorado out 
of Vanderbilt. He pitched for Team USA on multiple occasions and finished his playing career in 2017 as a member 
of the American Association's Fargo-Moorhead Redhawks. 


CORKY MILLER - Catching Coordinator 

After a 17-year professional playing career, Corky Miller is in his 10th season as a roving catching instructor in the 
Reds’ minor league system. During the 2015-2018 seasons, in addition to his roving duties, he worked as Class A 
Dayton’s catching coach. Miller played in parts of 11 Major League seasons with the Reds, Twins, Red Sox, Braves 
and White Sox. He also played in 10 seasons for Class AAA Louisville, a franchise record. Miller retired as Louisville's 
all-time leader with 548 games played and 99 doubles. Following the 2000 season he was voted the “player you want 
most in your clubhouse” and the “player who will make the best future manager” in a USA Today Baseball Weekly 
poll of his Southern League peers. In a 2003 poll of International League managers, Miller was named the league's 
best defensive catcher. In 2013, at age 37, Corky became the oldest Reds player to start a game at catcher since 
37-year-old Bob Scheffing in 1951. On August 31, 2014 at Louisville Slugger Field, the Bats retired his #8. It was the 
first uniform number retired by the Louisville franchise. 
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JOSE MIGUEL NIEVES - Infield Coordinator 

Jose Nieves is in his 16th season in the organization, his fifth as the infield coordinator after 11 seasons as a minor 
league manager. In his current role, he is responsible for developing both individualized instruction for each Reds 
minor league infielder and organization-wide standards and practices for all infielders. His managerial resume includes 
stops in the Reds' minor league system at the Venezuelan Summer League (2009-2010), AZL Reds (2011-2012, 
2016-2019) and Class A Dayton (2013-2015). In addition to his managing duties in Venezuela, he also worked there 
as the scouting supervisor (2009) and as field coordinator for the Reds Academy (2010). From 1998-2002, Nieves 
appeared in 212 Major League games as an infielder with the Cubs and Angels.

KEVIN MAHAR - Outfield / Baserunning Coordinator 

Kevin Mahar is in his 11th season in the Reds organization, his third as minor league outfield / baserunning coordinator. 
In 2020 and 2021, he was assigned to the coaching staff at Class AAA Louisville. Mahar spent the shortened 2020 
season at the Reds' alternate spring training site in Mason, Ohio. He spent the previous 3 years (2017-2019) as Class 
A Dayton's bench coach. He returned to the Reds organization in 2017 after working in private business in 2016. Kevin 
served as Class A Daytona’s hitting coach in 2015, a role he also held for Rookie level Billings in 2013 and 2014.

PAT KELLY - Manager 

Pat Kelly returns for a sixth consecutive season as a manager at the minor league level after spending most of the 
2018 season as Jim Riggleman's bench coach in Cincinnati. According to the MiLB Office, his career record as a 
minor league manager is 1,955-2,090. In a 13-1 Louisville win over Jacksonville on 5/18/23, Kelly was credited with 
his 1,900th win. Through the 2023 season, he is 1 of just 4 minor league managers with at least 1,955 wins (Buddy 
Bailey 2,357, Rick Sweet 2,268, and Tom Kotchman 2,034). Pat ranks fourth in Louisville Bats history with 253 career 
victories, behind Rick Sweet (539), Dave Miley (296), and Jim Fregosi (263). In 2023, he led Louisville to its first winning 
season (75-73) since 2011 and most wins since 2010. Kelly began the 2018 season as the manager at Class AAA 
Louisville but was promoted to the Major League staff on April 19, when Riggleman was named the Major League 
team's interim manager. In 2019 Kelly returned to manage Chattanooga, where he served as Lookouts skipper from 
1993-1994. From 2015-2017, Kelly spent 3 years managing Class AA Pensacola. He also managed in the Reds’ system 
at Class A Bakersfield in 2014 and from 2011-2013 at Rookie Billings, where he was 2012 Pioneer League Manager of the Year. In 2010 Kelly was 
the manager at Class A Lynchburg, and prior to that he spent the majority of 3 seasons as manager of the Rookie GCL Reds as well as director of 
Florida on-field operations and as a roving catching instructor. He began those duties in 2007 but left the post on July 3 of that season when Reds 
interim manager Pete Mackanin hired him as a bench coach. Kelly returned to his operations position full-time in 2008. In both 2010 and 2016, Pat 
was named Puerto Rican Winter League Manager of the Year. Kelly has spent 32 seasons managing in the minor leagues for 16 teams, including 
Richmond (2003-05), Syracuse (1999-2000), Ottawa (1997-98), Harrisburg (1995-96), Chattanooga (1993-94), Indianapolis (1991-92), Rockford 
(1991), Las Vegas (1990), Wichita (1988-89), Reno (1987) and Charleston (1986). He also served as pitching coach with Glens Falls (1985), the 
GCL White Sox (‘84) and Niagara Falls ('83). Kelly was a catcher in the Angels, Blue Jays, Braves and White Sox systems and reached the majors 
in 1980 with Toronto. Pat, 68, resides in Sarasota, FL.

VIRGIL VASQUEZ - Pitching Coach 

Virgil Vasquez is in his second season with the organization. In 2023, he guided the Louisville pitching staff to a 15-win 
improvement from 2022. Before joining the Reds, he spent 8 seasons in the same player development role for the 
Twins, beginning with their rookie Gulf Coast League affiliate (2015) through a stint with Class AAA St. Paul in 2022. 
Vasquez was drafted in 2003, by the Tigers in the seventh round out of the University of California-Santa Barbara. He 
pitched professionally over 12 seasons, including 2 years in the independent Atlantic League, and went 101-86 with a 
4.24 ERA in 279 games and 264 starts. He made 19 appearances and 10 starts in the Major Leagues for the Tigers 
(5g, 3gs in 2007) and Pirates (14g, 7gs in 2009). Vasquez, 41, was born in Santa Barbara, CA. He lives in Kansas 
City, MO with his partner Christine and stepdaughters Taylor and Delaney. 


ALEX PELAEZ- Hitting Coach 

Alex Pelaez is in his 16th season in the organization, his fourth as the hitting coach at Class AAA Louisville after 
spending the previous 4 years in that role at advanced Class A Daytona. In 2023, his Bats led the International League 
in batting average, slugging, runs scored, hits, and total bases while setting franchise records for hits (1,406), runs 
scored (902), home runs (210), extra-base hits (544), and walks (732). In 2019, his Tortugas batters led the Florida 
State League in hitting. Prior to his time in Daytona, he spent 3 seasons as the hitting coach at Class AA Pensacola. 
From 2011-2013, Alex served as the hitting coach at Class A Dayton and in 2010 performed the same duties for the 
Rookie level Billings Mustangs. In 2009, his first season as a professional coach, he was the hitting instructor for the 
Rookie GCL Reds. Alex served as hitting coach for Team Mexico in the 2017 World Baseball Classic and in the 2016 
WBC Qualifiers. A 1998 draft pick for San Diego out of San Diego State University, Pelaez went on to play 8 minor 
league seasons for the Padres, Angels and Reds. He made his Major League debut in 2002, appearing in 3 games 
for San Diego. The former infielder collected his first Major League hit on May 16, 2002 off the Mets’ Al Leiter. Alex, 
47, resides in Chula Vista, CA. 


MIKE JACOBS - Coach 

Mike Jacobs is in his third season in the organization. Before joining the Reds in 2022, he spent the previous 5 years 
as amanager in the player development department of the Marlins for their Batavia (2017-2018), Clinton (2019), Jupiter 
(2020, COVID-19 season) and Beloit (2021) affiliates. The former first baseman originally was selected by the Mets 
in the 38th round of the June 1999 first-year player draft and spent 18 years playing professional baseball, including 
7 seasons with the Mets, Marlins, Royals and Diamondbacks. Jacobs made his Major League debut with the Mets on 
8/21/05 vs Wsh by hitting a pinch-hit, 3-run HR off Estaban Loaiza in his first career plate appearance. He lives in Chula 
Vista, CA with wife Vanessa along with twin daughters Havana and Isabella and younger daughters Sophia and Juliana. 
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BRYAN LaHAIR - Coach 

Bryan LaHair is in his seventh season in the organization, his first at Triple-A Louisville. He spent the 2022 and 2023 
seasons as the manager at high Class A Dayton. Bryan made his professional coaching debut in 2018 as the hitting 
coach at rookie league Billings and in 2019 managed the Mustangs to a post-season berth. He was expected to return 
as rookie league Billings manager in 2020 until the COVID-19 pandemic canceled the season, and in 2021 he managed 
the Arizona Complex League Reds. The 2012 National League All-Star played in parts of 3 big league seasons with the 
Mariners (2008) and Cubs (2011-2012). Selected by Seattle in the 39th round of the June 2002 first-year player draft, he 
was named Mariners Minor League Most Valuable Player in 2006. In 2011, he was named Cubs Minor League Player 
of the Year, MVP of the Pacific Coast League, received the Joe Bowman Award after leading all minor league players 
in home runs, was named a Baseball America All-Star as the DH and was voted Baseball America's winter leagues 
Player of the Year. Three times he played for Team USA's national team (2005 World Cup, 2006 regional Olympics 
qualifier, 2007 Olympics qualifiers). LaHair made his Major League debut for Seattle on July 18, 2008 vs Cleveland and collected his first career hit 
3 days later vs Boston, a single off Daisuke Matsuzaka. The Worcester, MA native amassed 164 home runs and a .288 batting average over 1,081 
career minor league games. In 2013, Bryan played for the Fukuoka Soft Bank Hawks in Japan's Pacific League. Before playing professionally, 
he was recognized by Gatorade as the 2000 Massachusetts High School Player of the Year (Holy Name Central High School in Worcester, MA). 


JORDAN REYES - Performance Coach 

Jordan Reyes is in his first season in the organization. He joins the Reds with a wide range of experience within 
the baseball and performance field that includes owning his own performance business, serving as head of player 
development at a baseball academy and taking advantage of performance/sport science opportunities with the 
Tampa Bay Rays, University of Pittsburgh and Indiana University. An injury that ended his collegiate baseball career 
led him to pursue a degree in kinesiology from Auburn University and then a master's degree in sport science from 
the University of Pittsburgh. 


STEVE GOBER - Athletic Trainer, ATC 

Steve Gober is in his ninth season in the organization, all assigned to the Bats. During the 2020 COVID-19 season, 
Steve worked at the Reds' alternate training site in Mason, Ohio. For 3 seasons from 2013-2015 he was an assistant 
athletic trainer on the Washington Nationals’ Major League staff after serving the previous 7 seasons (2006-2012) 
as that organization's minor league medical and rehabilitation coordinator.

The Reds finished the 2023 season 82-80 (.506) andin third place in the National League 
Central, 10.0 games behind the first-place Brewers and just 1.0 game behind the Cubs. 
After a 62-100 (.383) finish in 2022, among all Major League teams from 2022 to 2023 
the Reds ranked second to the Rangers (90-72, .556) for the largest increase in wins 
(+20, Tex +22) and largest increase in winning percentage (+.123, Tex +.136). The Reds 
fell short in their bid to become only the third team ever to make the playoffs following 
a 100-loss season (2017 Twins, 2020 Marlins). Forty pitchers appeared in at least 1 game 
for the Reds, a new single-season club record. Seventeen pitchers started at least 1 
game for the Reds, tying the single-season club record. Sixteen Reds players made 
Major League debuts, the most of any team in the majors. The Reds became the first 
team in Major League history with 3 rookies, in a single season, with at least 1O HR & 10 
SB each (Elly De La Cruz, Matt McLain, Spencer Steer). In the BBWAA’s National League 
Rookie of the Year voting, McLain finished fifth, Steer sixth and De La Cruz eighth.

OPPONENTS 


Miami’s Skip Schumaker was named 2023 National League Manager of the Year 
in voting of the national chapter of the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. For 
the seventh time in the NL and ninth time overall, the award went to a manager in his 
first full season in the Major Leagues. The other first-year NL winners were Houston’s 
Hal Lanier (1986), San Francisco’s Dusty Baker (1993), Florida’s Joe Girardi (2006), 
Washington’s Matt Williams (2014), Los Angeles’ Dave Roberts (2016) and Arizona’s 
Torey Lovullo (2017). The two first-year winners in the American League were Texas’ 
Jeff Banister (2015) and Minnesota’s Rocco Baldelli (2019). Schumaker is the fourth 
Marlins manager honored, joining Jack McKeon (2008), Joe Girardi (2006) and Don 
Mattingly (2020). In 2014 and 2015, Schumaker finished his 11-year Major League career 
while playing for the Reds.

HISTORY 


Relief pitcher Alexis Diaz was the Reds’ lone representative in the 2023 All-Star Game 
at T-Mobile Park in Seattle. He pitched the sixth inning of the National League’s 3-2 win. 
Diaz was the first Reds reliever to make the All-Star team since Aroldis Chapman in 2015 
and the Reds’ first righthanded reliever since Francisco Cordero earned the honors 
in 2009. For the second consecutive season, Diaz received from the local chapter of 
the Baseball Writers’ Association of America the Johnny Vander Meer Award as the 
Reds’ Most Outstanding Pitcher. Also for the second straight year, he was a finalist 
for Major League Baseball's All-MLB Team. Diaz led the Reds in saves in each of his 2 
Major League seasons and in 130 career appearances has posted a 2.47 ERA while 
converting 47 saves in 54 chances.

IMPORTANT DATES IN REDS HISTORY 


May 4, 1869 - The 1869 Cincinnati Red Stockings, the first all-professional team, kick off the regular season with a 45-9 win over the Great 
Westerns of Cincinnati. 

June 15, 1869 — In what was widely considered the greatest game in baseball history up to that time, the visiting Red Stockings defeated 
the powerhouse Mutual club of New York, 4-2. 

Nov. 6, 1869 —In the final official match of the season, the Red Stockings defeat the Mutuals of New York, 17-8, on Union Grounds. Baseball's 
first team of professionals finished the season with a perfect 57-0 record (although the team won more than 70 games, team captain Harry 
Wright only counted games against other National Association clubs as official). 

June 14, 1870 — After 130 consecutive games without a loss, Cincinnati falls to the Brooklyn Atlantics, 8-7, in extra innings. The streak 
includes 81 official games and 49 exhibitions. 

Feb. 2, 1876 - The National League is formed in New York City with Cincinnati as a charter member, along with Chicago, Boston, St. Louis, 
Hartford, Louisville, New York and Philadelphia. 

Oct. 8, 1880 — Cincinnati is expelled from the National League, due in part to its refusal to stop renting out their ballpark on Sundays and 
to cease selling beer during games. 

Nov. 2, 1881 - The American Association is formed in a meeting at the Gibson Hotel in Cincinnati, where the Reds will play for the next 
eight seasons. 

Sept. 16, 1882 - The Reds clinch the American Association pennant, winning the first league title by a professional team based in Cincinnati. 
April 17, 1889 — The first Opening Day “festivities” included ballpark decorations and a pre-game concert by the Cincinnati Orchestra. 
Nov. 14, 1889 — Cincinnati is granted re-admission to the National League, joining Boston, Brooklyn, Chicago, Cleveland, New York, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. 

April 22, 1891 - The first Opening Day parade is organized by new owner John T. Brush. The parade consists of Webber's military band and 
two large horse-drawn wagons, called Tally-ho’s, which were occupied by the Reds and the opponent, the Cleveland Spiders. 

April 17, 1902 - One of the most ornately designed ballparks in Major League history, the “Palace of the Fans,” hosts its first game. 

April 11, 1912 — Redland Field (later known as Crosley Field) hosts its first game as the Reds beat Chicago, 10-6. The official dedication 
of the ballpark was held May 18. 

Sept. 16, 1919 - The Reds clinch the first National League pennant in franchise history with a 4-3 victory over the Giants at Redland Field. 
Oct. 9, 1919 - The Reds win the franchise’s first World Series, defeating the White Sox, 10-5, in Chicago to claim the eighth and decisive 
game of the best-of-nine series. 

April 16, 1934 - The Reds’ board of directors rename Redland Field “Crosley Field” in honor of new team owner Powel Crosley Jr., a radio 
tycoon who bought the team on February 4 and assured fans that the team would stay in Cincinnati. 

June 8, 1934 — The Reds become the first team in Major League history to use an airplane to travel from one city to another. They flew 
from Cincinnati to Chicago. 
May 24, 1935 - The first night game in Major League history is played at Crosley Field. The Reds beat the Phillies, 2-1, before 20,422 fans. 
Jan. 27, 1937 — Crosley Field’s playing surface is submerged under 21 feet of water due to local creek flooding. Reds pitcher Lee Grissom 
and groundskeeper Matty Schwab are photographed in a rowboat crossing the field. 

June 11, 1938 — Johnny Vander Meer pitches the first of two straight no-hitters, defeating the Boston Braves, 3-0, at Crosley Field. 

June 15, 1938 - Johnny Vander Meer pitches his second straight no-hitter, a 6-0 victory over the Dodgers in the first night game played at 
Brooklyn's Ebbets Field. Vander Meer remains the only pitcher in Major League history to throw no-hitters in consecutive starts. 

July 6, 1938 — Crosley Field plays host to the sixth All-Star Game. Ernie Lombardi, Paul Derringer, lval Goodman, Frank McCormick and 
Johnny Vander Meer represent the Reds on the NL squad. Vander Meer tosses 3.0 scoreless innings as the NL wins, 4-1. 

Sept. 28, 1939 - The Reds clinch the franchise's second National League pennant but are swept by the Yankees in the World Series. 
Oct. 8, 1940 — The Reds clinch their second World Series title ina Game 7, 2-1 win over the Tigers. Reds Hall of Fame pitcher Paul Derringer 
wins his second complete game of the series. 

June 10, 1944 - Pitcher Joe Nuxhall becomes the youngest player in the 20th century to appear in a Major League game. Nuxhall - at 15 
years, 10 months and 11 days — yields 5 runs and retires just 2 batters in 2/3 of an inning. Nuxhall wouldn't pitch again in the majors until 1952. 
July 25, 1947 — Ewell Blackwell sets the NL record for righthanders and a club record by winning his 16th consecutive start. 

July 6, 1949 - The Reds’ Walker Cooper sets a club record by collecting 10 RBI in a game vs the Cubs. 

July 14, 1953 - Crosley Field plays host to the All-Star Game. A crowd of 30,846 watch as the NL defeats the AL, 5-1. Gus Bell and Ted 
Kluszewski represent Cincinnati. 

Sept. 29, 1956 - The Reds tied the Major League record for team HR when Smoky Burgess belts the team’s 221st home run of the season. 
July 1, 1957 — After Cincinnati fans stuff the ballot box and vote 8 starters onto the All-Star team, the NL intervenes and pulls 3 Reds players 
from the starting lineup. Willie Mays, Hank Aaron and Stan Musial replace George Crowe, Wally Post and Gus Bell as starters. 

July 18, 1958 - The inaugural Reds Hall of Fame Induction Class is honored in pregame ceremonies. Bucky Walters, Ernie Lombardi, Paul 
Derringer, Johnny Vander Meer and Frank McCormick are the first inductees. 

Sept. 26, 1961 - The Reds clinch the National League pennant for the third time but lost to the Yankees in a 5-game World Series. 

Sept. 1, 1967 - The Reds play the longest game in club history and lose to the San Francisco Giants, 1-0, in 21 innings. 

June 24, 1970 - The last of 4,453 regular-season NL games is played at Crosley Field. The Reds beat the San Francisco Giants, 5-4. 
June 30, 1970 — Riverfront Stadium opens as 51,050 fans attend to see the Reds host the Braves. Atlanta wins, 8-2, as Hank Aaron hits 
the stadium's first home run. 

July 14, 1970 - Just 2 weeks after its opening, Riverfront Stadium hosts the All-Star Game. The NL scores a dramatic 5-4 victory in 12 innings 
as Pete Rose crashes into AL catcher Ray Fosse to score the winning run on Jim Hickman’s RBI-single. Rose was joined in the Midsummer 
Classic by teammates Johnny Bench, Jim Merritt, Tony Perez and Wayne Simpson. 
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Oct. 5, 1970 —- The Reds complete a sweep of the Pirates to win the first National League Championship Series in franchise history. The 
victory clinches the first of four pennants the club would win in the decade. The Reds would fall to the Orioles in a five-game World Series. 
Nov. 29, 1971 - In one of the most significant trades in Reds history, Cincinnati sends Lee May, Tommy Helms and Jimmy Stewart to the 
Astros in exchange for Joe Morgan, Jack Billingham, Cesar Geronimo, Ed Armbrister and Denis Menke. 

Oct. 11, 1972 - The Reds score 2 runs in the bottom of the ninth to beat the Pirates, 4-3, in the fifth and deciding game of the NLCS. Johnny 
Bench ties the game with a homer off Dave Giusti and George Foster scores the winning run on Bob Moose’s wild pitch. 11 days later, the 
Reds drop Game 7 of the World Series to the Oakland A’s. 

Oct. 22, 1975 — The Reds win their first World Series title in 35 years with a 4-3 win over the Boston Red Sox in Game 7. The Series proves 
to be one of the most exciting in baseball history and features five 1-run games and five come-from-behind victories. Series MVP Pete Rose 
(10-for-27, .370) helps the Reds to come from behind in every one of their victories. 

Oct. 21, 1976 — Cincinnati's Big Red Machine wins its second straight World Series title by sweeping the Phillies and Yankees. The 1976 
Reds remain the only team in Major League history to sweep an entire postseason since the addition of divisions. 

Sept. 28, 1977 - George Foster hits his club-record 52nd home run during an 8-0 win over the Padres at Riverfront Stadium. Foster would 
go on to dominate the NL MVP voting after hitting .320 with a league-high 149 RBI and 124 runs scored. 

July 31, 1978 — Pete Rose extends his hitting streak to 44 consecutive games, a mark topped only by Joe DiMaggio’s record of 56. Rose 
would have the streak halted the next night in Atlanta. 

Sept. 17, 1983 - Johnny Bench homers off Houston’s Mike Madden on “Johnny Bench Night’ at Riverfront Stadium. It was the 389th and 
final homer of his career. 

Aug. 17, 1984 - Pete Rose debuts as Reds player/manager. Rose leads the Reds to a 6-4 win over the Cubs and goes 2-for-4 with two RBI. 
Sept. 11, 1985 - Pete Rose becomes baseball's all-time hits leader with a single off San Diego's Eric Show for career hit No. 4,192. 

Aug. 2, 1987 - Eric Davis hits his 30th home run of the season to become the first player in franchise history with 30 home runs and 30 
stolen bases in the same season. 

July 12, 1988 - The All-Star Game returns to Riverfront Stadium as the AL edges the NL, 2-1. Danny Jackson, Barry Larkin and Chris Sabo 
represent the Reds. 

Sept. 16, 1988 - In a 1-0 victory vs the Dodgers, Tom Browning becomes the first pitcher in Reds history to throw a perfect game. 

Aug. 24, 1989 — Cincinnati hero Pete Rose is given a lifetime ban from baseball for conduct related to gambling. 

Oct. 20, 1990 — After edging the Pirates in the NLCS, the Reds sweep heavily favored Oakland to claim the fifth World Series title in team 
history. Series MVP Jose Rijo and Chris Sabo lead Cincinnati during the Series. 

Nov. 15, 1995 — Barry Larkin wins the 1995 NL MVP after setting a club record for shortstops with a .319 batting average (min. 400 at-bats) 
and a modern club record of 51 stolen bases. 

April 1, 1996 - On Opening Day, veteran umpire John McSherry collapses behind home plate just 7 pitches into the game. McSherry is 
rushed to University Hospital, where he died from a heart attack. 

Sept. 9, 1996 — Riverfront Stadium officially is renamed Cinergy Field. 

Sept. 22, 1996 — Barry Larkin becomes the first shortstop in ML history to produce 30 homers and 30 stolen bases in the same season, 
when he belts his 30th homer in the first game of a doubleheader against the St. Louis Cardinals. 

June 13, 1997 — For the first time in the team’s 129-year history, the Reds play an American League opponent during the regular season. 
The White Sox spoil the first Interleague game with a 3-1 win. 

Oct. 4, 1999 — After finishing the regular season tied for the NL Wild Card spot with a 96-66 record, the Reds fall to the Mets, 5-0, in the 
sixth 1-game playoff in Major League history. 

Sept. 11, 2001 - All games are postponed due to terrorist acts in New York (World Trade Center), Washington D.C. (The Pentagon) and 
Somerset, PA. The regular season schedule would not resume for another 6 days. 

Sept. 22, 2002 - The Reds lose to the Phillies, 4-3, in the last game played at Riverfront Stadium/Cinergy Field. 

Dec. 29, 2002 - In just 37 seconds, Cinergy Field is imploded at 8:00 a.m. More than 25,000 spectators witness the event. 

March 31, 2003 - In the debut of Great American Ball Park, the Reds lose to the Pirates, 10-1, before a sellout crowd of 42,343. 

June 20, 2004 - Ken Griffey Jr. joins baseball's 500 Home Run Club with a sixth-inning solo shot in St. Louis off Matt Morris. Griffey’s Father's 
Day blast makes him only the 20th player in history to accomplish the feat and the first player to hit his 500th as a Red. 

April 3, 2006 - George W. Bush became the first sitting president ever to throw out an Opening Day first pitch in Cincinnati and only the 
second sitting president to participate in the pre-game ceremony. President Richard M. Nixon threw out the first pitch prior to the 1970 All-Star 
Game at Riverfront Stadium. Cincinnati native William Howard Taft is the only other sitting president ever to attend a game in Cincinnati. 
Sept. 26, 2007 - At Great American Ball Park, Brandon Phillips hit his 30th home run (off Hou’s Juan Gutierrez) to become only the second 
second baseman in Major League history - and only the third Reds player - ever to produce 30 HR and 30 SB in the same year. 

June 9, 2008 - Ken Griffey Jr. becomes baseball's sixth batter to reach the 600 Home Run milestone, hitting a first-inning blast off the 
Marlins’ Mark Hendrickson in Miami. 

Sept. 28, 2010 - Jay Bruce’s home run on the first pitch from Tim Byrdak in the bottom of the ninth inning of the 3-2 win vs the Astros is 
the fifth HR in Major League history that clinches a team’s postseason berth. The Reds win the NL Central for the first time since 1995. 
July 14, 2015 - Major League Baseball's 86th All-Star Game takes place at Great American Ball Park, as 43,656 are in attendance for a 6-3 
AL win. 3B Todd Frazier and P Aroldis Chapman represent the Reds. The day before, Frazier won the ASG’s Home Run Derby. 

June 6, 2017 - Second baseman Scooter Gennett becomes the first player in franchise history to hit four home runs in a game in a 13-1 
victory over the Cardinals at Great American Ball Park. 

Sept. 4, 2019 - Michael Lorenzen becomes the first player since Babe Ruth to earn the victory, hit a home run and play outfield in the same 
game. Ruth did it on June 13, 1921. 

2020 Season - The 2020 season was shortened to 60 games because of a global pandemic caused by the COVID-19 virus. 

August 16, 2021 - Joey Votto recorded the 2,000th hit of his career, a single off Michael Rucker at Great American Ballpark. He joined 
Johnny Bench as the only Reds players with at least 2,000 hits and 300 home runs.

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LPARKS THROUGH THE YEARS 


UNION GROUNDS (1869-70) 

Union Grounds served as the first home of baseball's original professional team. 
The park was located near the area now occupied by the Museum Center in the 
Union Terminal train station. Anchored by a grandstand called “Grand Duchess,” 
the park could seat up to 4,000 fans. 


AVENUE GROUNDS (1876-79) 

The Reds headed two miles north from Union Grounds to erect Avenue Grounds, 
which featured a grandstand that could seat up to 3,000 fans. The ballpark was 
approximately four miles from the heart of the city’s population, so horse-drawn 
streetcars and trains were a popular way to travel to the park. 


BANK STREET GROUNDS (1880-83) 

The Reds moved closer to the city with the opening of Bank Street Grounds prior to the 1880 season. The ballpark was located on 
the north side of Bank Street, south of Western Avenue and just west of McLean Avenue, and could seat up to 4,000 fans. Innovative 
scoreboard features included players’ names and out-of-town scores. 


LEAGUE PARK (1884-1901) 

Originally called American Park (in reference to Cincinnati's membership in the American Association), the park was renamed League 
Park (in reference to the National League) in 1890. The park featured a covered grandstand with leather-cushioned seats and open 
seats along the first- and third-base sides. 


PALACE OF THE FANS (1902-11) 

Following a major fire, the Reds rebuilt the main grandstand 
of League Park in 1902. Today, baseball historians refer to 
the updated facility as Palace of the Fans. The park featured 
an illustrious grandstand with pillars and columns carved by 
hand, as well as 19 fashion boxes (much like opera boxes) and 
inexpensive field-level seating. 


CROSLEY FIELD (1912-70) 

Originally named Redland Field and renamed in 1934, Crosley 
Field was the first Reds ballpark to feature a double-decked 
grandstand. The facility, located at the corner of Western Avenue 
and Findlay Street, was the site of baseball's first night game 
and hosted Cincinnati's first World Series Championship team. 


RIVERFRONT STADIUM/CINERGY FIELD (1970-2002) 

The Reds shared Riverfront Stadium/Cinergy Field with the NFL's 
Bengals until 1999. The multipurpose stadium, which could seat 
approximately 56,000 fans, was considered state-of-the-art upon 
its opening in June 1970. The facility hosted five pennant winners 
and three World Series Championship teams. 


GREAT AMERICAN BALL PARK (2003-PRESENT) 

On July 7, 2000, Great American Insurance Company, one of 
the oldest insurance companies in the United States, and the 
Cincinnati Reds, America’s first professional baseball team, 
joined forces by announcing a 30-year agreement under which 
the new home of the Reds would be called Great American Ball 
Park. The facility, with room for more than 42,000 fans, includes 
a variety of seating and dining options, state-of-the-art sound 
and scoreboard systems and an array of historical elements 
scattered throughout. ScorePAD Sports, Inc.’s state-of-the-art 
STAD|UMnet baseball scoring system provides a direct feed to 
scoreboard operations that includes a variety ofin-game, season 
and career information about each player that can be shown on 
the scoreboards high above left center field and in right field.

The first black player in the Major Leagues, Jackie Robinson played for the Dodgers from 
1947-56. The 6-time All-Star was National League Rookie of the Year in 1947 and NL Most 
Valuable Player in 1949. In 1997, the 50th anniversary of his debut, every team in baseball 
retired his number. The last Major League player to wear #42 was Yankees pitcher Mariano 
Rivera, who retired following the 2013 season.

Fred Hutchinson’s 443 victories and .544 winning percentage as Reds manager still rank 
among the club’s all-time best. The Reds won at least 90 games in 3 of his 6 seasons and 
in 1961 took the National League pennant. But the joy of a first-place finish was matched 
only 3 years later by the sadness of Hutch’s death. The courage, class and determination 
Fred exemplified all his life were all the more evident during his battle with cancer. Hutch 
stepped down as Reds manager in 1964, and he died that November. The following year, 
Hutch’s No. 1 became the first uniform jersey number in Reds history to be retired. Today, 
Fred Hutchinson’s legacy lives on in the world-renowned Cancer Research Center that 
bears his name, and in The Hutch Award. It is given annually to a Major League ballplayer 
who “best exemplifies the character and fighting spirit of the late Fred Hutchinson...who 
overcomes any form of adversity.” Past Reds winners include Ray Knight, Ron Oester, 
Eric Davis, Bobby Tolan, Johnny Bench and Sean Casey.

Cincinnati’s uniform No. 5 belongs to perhaps the greatest catcher ever to play in the Major 
Leagues. Johnny Bench ended his 17-year storied career in 1983 after earning a pair of Most 
Valuable Player Awards, 10 Gold Gloves and 14 All-Star Game selections. He was inducted 
into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1989. Bench began his career by winning the 
1968 National League Rookie of the Year Award. He ended his career with a .267 batting 
average and 389 homers, including 327 as a catcher that at the time stood as a record for 
NL catchers. On the Reds’ all-time batting list, Bench ranks first in homers and RBI (1,376), 
second in extra-base hits (794) and total bases (3,644), fourth in runs scored (1,091) and fifth 
in hits (2,048) and doubles (381). He appeared in 22 National League Championship Series 
games and 23 World Series games. Bench earned World Series MVP honors in 1976, when 
the Reds swept the New York Yankees. He twice led the league in home runs (40 in 1972, 
45 in 1970) and 3 times led the NL in RBI (148 in 1970, 125 in 1972, 129 in 1974).

A 10-time All-Star and 5-time Gold Glove second baseman, Joe Morgan was elected to the 
Reds Hall of Fame in 1987 and to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1990. The 2-time 
National League MVP played for the Reds from 1972-79, during the glory days of the Big Red 
Machine. He won his first MVP award in 1975, when he guided the Reds to a World Series 
victory over the Boston Red Sox. Morgan batted .327 with 67 stolen bases that season. He was 
MVP again in 1976, as the Reds roared to their second straight World Series championship 
with a 4-game sweep of the New York Yankees. That season he hit .320 with 60 stolen 
bases. Morgan remains the Reds’ all-time stolen base leader (406), and his 266 home runs 
as a second baseman rank fourth in baseball history behind Jeff Kent, Ryne Sandberg and 
Robinson Cano. He finished his 22-year professional career with 268 homers, 1,133 RBI and 
689 stolen bases for the Astros, Reds, Giants, Phillies and Athletics.

George “Sparky” Anderson was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame on June 3, 2000 
and into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown in July of that summer. He 
was named National League Manager of the Year in 1972 and ‘75 by The Associated 
Press and American League Manager of the Year in 1984 and ‘87 by the Baseball Writers’ 
Association of America. He went 2,194-1,834 (.545) in 26 Major League seasons with the 
Reds and Tigers. From 1970-78 he led the legendary Big Red Machine to an 863-586 
record (.596), 5 NL West Division titles, 4 pennants and 2 World Series championships. 
His ‘75 and ‘76 teams combined to go 210-114 (.629) and became the first NL franchise 
in 54 years to win consecutive world championships. He is the Reds’ all-time leader in 
victories (863) and winning percentage (.596). When he won the 1984 World Series with 
the Tigers, Anderson became the first of only 2 managers ever to win a World Series 
in both leagues (Tony La Russa, 1989 A’s & 2006 Cardinals). Anderson’s 2,194 career 
victories during his 26 Major League seasons is the sixth-highest total in history behind 
Connie Mack (3,731), John McGraw (2,763), Tony La Russa (2,728), Bobby Cox (2,504) 
and Joe Torre (2,326). He is 1 of only 7 managers to participate in 4,000 games (4,030), 
a group that includes Mack (7,755), La Russa (5,097), McGraw (4,769), Cox (4,508), 
Bucky Harris (4,410), and Torre (4,329).

Barry Larkin was a 12-time National League All-Star, 5 times was voted to the All-Star 
Game's starting lineup, 9 times was named to The Sporting News’ NL All-Star Team 
and 3 times was named to The Associated Press’ Major League All-Star Team. In 1995 
he was the National League’s Most Valuable Player and 4 times was the Reds’ regular- 
season Most Valuable Player, including their 1990 World Series championship season. 
He won 9 Louisville Silver Slugger Awards and 3 Rawlings Gold Glove Awards. The Reds’ 
captain from 1997 through his final season in 2004, Larkin finished his 19-year career 
with a batting average of .295 in 2,180 games and 9 times hit at least .300. He is the 
only shortstop in Major League history with at least 2,300 hits, 190 home runs, 950 RBI 
and 370 stolen bases. In 1996 he became the first shortstop in Major League history to 
produce 30 homers and 30 steals in the same season. In 2008 he was inducted into the 
Reds Hall of Fame, and in 2012 Larkin became the third player and fifth Greater Cincinnati 
native inducted to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown but the first voted 
in by the Baseball Writers’ Association of America.

As the starting shortstop on the Big Red Machine, David Concepcion was the defensive 
anchor of a club that from 1970-78 went 863-586 (.596) and won 5 National League West 
Division titles, 4 pennants and 2 World Series championships. The ‘75 and ‘76 Reds 
combined to go 210-114 (.629) and became the NL’s first franchise in 54 years to win 
consecutive World Series titles. Concepcion was the club’s MVP in 1981, was named team 
captain in 1983, and he was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame in 2000. With 8,723 at 
bats in 2,488 games Concepcion ranks second in club history in both categories behind 
Pete Rose. Since 1900, he ranks among the franchise's all-time leaders in hits (2,326; 
3rd), doubles (389; 4th), stolen bases (321; 3rd), runs scored (993; 6th), total bases 
(3,114; 6th) and RBI (950; 7th). He was a 9-time National League All-Star, fourth-most 
in club history (Bench 14, Rose 13, Larkin 12), and his 5 Rawlings Gold Glove Awards 
are second only to Bench's 10 Gold Gloves. He was the Most Valuable Player of the 
1982 All-Star Game, 3 times was a The Sporting News All-Star and twice won Louisville 
Slugger Silver Slugger Awards (1981, 1982). 
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In a weekend celebration in June 2016, Pete Rose was inducted into the Reds Hall 
of Fame while his 14 became the 11th uniform number to be retired by the club. The 
Cincinnati native played for the Reds from 1963-1978 and again from 1984-86 and still 
ranks as the franchise’s all-time leader in games (2,722), plate appearances (12,344), 
runs (1,741), hits (3,358), singles (2,490), doubles (601) and total bases (4,645). His 
4,256 career hits are the most in Major League history. Rose was a 17-time National 
League All-Star, including 13 times while playing for Cincinnati. He was the 1963 Rookie 
of the Year, 1973 Most Valuable Player, a 3-time batting champion and 2-time Rawlings 
Gold Glove Award winner. In 1975 and 1976, Rose captained the Big Red Machine to 
World Series championships over the Yankees and Red Sox and in ‘75 was named the 
Fall Classic’s MVP. His 44-game hitting streak in 1978 still stands as the third-longest 
in Major League history. 
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A 4-time All-Star, Ted Kluszewski was elected to the Reds’ Hall of Fame in 1962. 
Following an 11-year career with the Reds, he was noted as the greatest left-handed 
slugger and one of the best fielding first basemen in club history. From 1947-57, Big Klu 
hit 251 homers for the Reds, including 49 in 1954 to lead the National League. His 141 
RBI that season also led the league, and both tallies are club records for left-handers. 
Kluszewski also led the National League in fielding for 5 straight seasons from 1951-55. 
He finished his 15-year big league career with a .298 batting average, 279 homers and 
1,028 RBI while playing for the Reds, Pirates, White Sox and Angels. Kluszewski also 
served the Reds as a coach from 1970-78. 
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Frank Robinson, a 12-time All-Star, was elected to the Reds Hall of Fame in 1978 and to 
the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1982. He spent the first 10 of his 21 Major League 
seasons in a Reds uniform. While playing for Cincinnati from 1956-65, Robinson belted 30 or 
more homers in 7 of his 10 seasons, including a rookie record 38 while winning the National 
League’s Rookie of the Year Award in 1956. In 1961 Robinson was named the National 
League’s Most Valuable Player after hitting .323 with 37 homers and 124 RBI while helping 
guide the Reds to their first World Series appearance in 21 years. Following the 1965 season, 
Robinson was traded to the Baltimore Orioles and went on to win the American League Most 
Valuable Player Award in 1966 after winning the Triple Crown with a .316 average, 49 homers 
and 122 RBI. Robinson played for the Reds, Orioles, Dodgers, Angels and Indians and ranks 
among baseball’s all-time leaders with 586 home runs; 5,373 total bases; 1,829 runs; 1,812 
RBI; 2,808 games; 10,006 at-bats; 2,943 hits; and 528 doubles. 
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The heart and soul of Cincinnati's Big Red Machine World Series championship teams 
of 1975 and 1976, Tony Perez was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame in August 1998 
and into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in July 2000. He was the third member of 
the Big Red Machine elected to the Cooperstown Hall, joining catcher Johnny Bench 
(1989) and second baseman Joe Morgan (1990). A 7-time All-Star and MVP of the 1967 
All-Star Game, Perez appeared in 5 World Series and 6 League Championship Series. 
He ranks among the Reds all-time leaders in RBI (1192, 2nd), home runs (287, 4th), 
total bases (3246, 4th), games (1948, 6th), at-bats (6846, 6th), hits (1934, 6th), extra- 
base hits (682, 6th) and doubles (339, 7th). He played 23 seasons from 1964-86 for the 
Reds, Expos, Red Sox and Phillies. During the 10-year span from 1967-76 he led all 
Major Leaguers with 1,028 RBI. 
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The home of the Reds features many visible acknowledgements of the club’s 
rich history. Notable among them are the seven statues of Reds greats 
positioned near the park’s entry gates. The first four statues installed at the 
ballpark feature players from the Crosley Field era while the others represent 
three of the legends from the Big Red Machine club of the 1970s. Each of the 
statues was created by nationally-renowned artist Tom Tsuchiya. In addition to 
the Reds, Mr. Tsuchiya has produced works of art for Major League Baseball, 
the National Baseball Hall of Fame and the National Football League. 


TOM TSUCHIYA 
CROSLEY ERA STATUES 


The four statues located at Great American Ball Park’s Crosley Terrace main entrance represent four players 
that a fan vote determined best represented the Reds during the 1912-1970 Crosley Field era. The statues 
are positioned on a contoured field that evokes Crosley’s famous outfield incline which was dubbed “the 
terrace.” The scene depicts Joe Nuxhall pitching to Frank Robinson with Ernie Lombardi serving as Nuxhall’s 
battery mate. Standing on-deck, awaiting his turn at the plate, is Ted Kluszewski. The Kluszewski, Nuxhall 
and Robinson statues were dedicated during Great American Ball Park’s inaugural season in 2003. The 
Lombardi statue followed in 2004. 
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BIG RED MACHINE STATUES 


The subject of the first statue commissioned by the 
Reds Hall of Fame was Johnny Bench, the Big Red 
Machine’s catcher who has been called “Baseball's 
Greatest Catcher.” Known for having one of the most 
powerful throwing arms in the history of the game, 
the statue depicts Bench in the act of gunning down 
arunner trying to steal a base. The statue is located 
in the Hall of Fame Breezeway, just outside the main 
entrance to the Reds Hall of Fame on the West side 
of Great American Ball Park. 


Located at the corner of Joe Nuxhall Way and Second 
Street on the northwest corner of Great American 
Ball Park, the Joe Morgan statue captures the Reds’ 
modern eraleader in career stolen bases as he breaks 
for second base on a steal attempt. Possessing 
a combination of power, speed and superlative 
defensive skills, Morgan is widely considered to be 
the best second baseman in baseball history. 


One of the most beloved players in Reds history, 
Tony Perez was one of the great clutch hitters of his 
era and was the Big Red Machine’s most reliable 
run producer. Perez's statue depicts “The Big Dog” 
in the follow-through of his home run swing in the 
seventh game of the 1975 World Series. Perez's 
home run sparked the Reds’ comeback in the decisive 
contest that ended with the Reds clinching the first 
of back-to-back World Championships. The statue 
is located on Joe Nuxhall Way, near the entrance 
to the Reds Team Shop. Mounted atop the building 
directly across the street from the statue is a baseball 
that appears to be soaring over the building, just as 
Perez’s World Series home run flew over the top of 
Fenway Park’s “Green Monster” in 1975. 


The fourth and final statue in the Big Red Machine 
series that began with the dedication of the Johnny 
Bench statue in 2011, the Pete Rose statue was 
dedicated in 2017 and is adjacent to the Tony Perez 
statue at the entrance to Great American Ball Park. 
This tribute to the Cincinnati native and all-time career 
hits leader depicts Rose in his trademark head first 
slide. Engineers from GE Aviation were enlisted to 
construct a special internal frame that allows the 
statue to accurately depict Rose “in flight.”

ONE PERFECT NIGHT 


In a 1-0 victory over the Los Angeles Dodgers on September 16, 1988, lefthander Tom 
Browning tossed the only perfect game in Cincinnati Reds history. 


It was only the 14th perfect game of 9 innings or more in Major League history, just the 
third in modern National League history and the first no-hitter by a Reds pitcher since Tom 
Seaver blanked the Cardinals, 4-0, on June 16, 1978. 

Browning's perfect game capped off an incredible season in which he posted an 18-5 
record, including a 16-2 mark after June 6.

“1919 Black Sox Scandal” 


Chicago White Sox Pitcher Eddie 
Cicotte and outfielder Shoeless 
Joe Jackson tearfully confessed 
to a Cook County grand jury that 
they and third baseman Buck 
Weaver, center fielder Oscar 
(Happy) Felsch, first baseman 
Arnold (Chick) Gandil, utility 
infielder Fred McMullin, shortstop 
Charles (Swede) Risberg and 
pitcher Claude (Lefty) Williams 
had conspired with known 
gamblers, allegedly including 
Arnold Rothstein, to throw the 
1919 World Series. 


While none of the 8 players were 
convicted in court, all were banned 
from the game for life by the first 
commissioner of baseball, former 
Federal Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis. 


Weaver, who had known about 
the conspiracy from the beginning, 
refused to participate and batted 
.324 in the World Series. He was 
banned, however, for not exposing 
his teammates. Jackson, who 
admitted taking $5,000, batted 
.375 with a homer and 6 RBI. 


Risberg committed 4 errors and 
batted .080, but did not receive a 
cent. Gandil - the organizer of the 
scam - walked away with $30,000 
and immediately announced his 
retirement. Cicotte lost 2 of his 
3 starts and earned a $10,000 
payday. He later told the jury it was 
not worth the effort.

Summary 

The Giants became the first team in Major League history, under the 2-3 
format, to lose the first 2 games of the 5-game series at home and win 
the last 3 games on the road...also became the first National League 
team to win a Division Series after trailing 2-0 and the eighth team overall 
to win a best-of-5 series after facing that deficit...was only the second 
time in a baseball Postseason series of at least 5g in which the visiting 
team won every game (Rays vs Rangers, 2010 ALDS)...there has been 
only 1 such instance in NBA history (Nets vs 76ers, 5-game 1984 first 
round) and none in the NHL...the Reds lost 3 consecutive games at 
Great American Ball Park for the first time all season...Ryan Ludwick 
led all players with 3 homers, the second-highest total by a Reds player 
during any single Postseason (Tony Perez, 4hr, 1975)...Dusty Baker, 
whose Giants won the 2002 NL pennant, became the third manager 
to oppose in a Postseason series a franchise he previously led to the 
World Series...Joe McCarthy managed the Yankees to sweeps of the 
Cubs in the 1932 and 1938 Fall Classics, and Billy Martin’s A’s were 
swept by the Yankees in the 1981 ALCS.

Please allow 24-hour notice for all daily credential 
requests. Under no circumstances are media credentials to be transferred from person to person. Violation of this 
policy will result in notification of the Major League office of the violation, dismissal of the media member from 
Great American Ball Park and confiscation of the violator’s media credential. 


MEDIA CREDENTIAL PICKUP 


Members of the media can pick up approved daily credentials at Suite Gate D, located to the right of Dock 3 and 
up the stairs (near the old Machine Room). 


PRESS BOX 

The TV and radio broadcast booths are located on Level 3 of Great American Ball Park. The writing press box is 
located on Suite Level 2, down the third base line. The writing press box is open 3 hours and 30 minutes prior to 
gametime. The press dining room, located on broadcast Level 3, is open 2 hours prior to gametime. A delicious 
buffet dinner is available for purchase. 


CLUBHOUSE ACCESS 

Only media with approved credentials have access to the clubhouses. The clubhouses are open 3 hours and 30 
minutes prior to the start of each game and close 1 hour prior to the start of each game. Following the game, the 
clubhouses will open no later than 10 minutes after the final out. The clubhouses are located on Field Level. The 
Reds’ dugout is located on the first base side, the visitors’ dugout on the third base side. Until batting practice is 
over, media can access the field through the tunnels adjacent to each clubhouse. After batting practice is over, 
access to and from the field may be made only through the tunnel on the outfield side of the third base dugout. 
Members of the media are not permitted in the training rooms, players’ lounges or equipment areas.

Determining Earned Run Average: Multiply earned runs by nine, then divide total by innings pitched. 
Determining Batting Average: Divide total hits by total at-bats. 
Determining Slugging Percentage: Divide the total bases of all safe hits by the total number of at-bats. 


Determining On-Base Percentage: Divide hits + walks + hit-by-pitch, by at-bats + walks + hit-by-pitch + 
sacrifice flies. 


Determining Fielding Percentage: Divide the total number of putouts and assists by the total of putouts, 
assists and errors. 


The Winning Pitcher: The starting pitcher will be credited with the win only if the pitcher has pitched at 
least five complete innings and his team not only is in the lead when he is replaced, but remains in the 
lead the remainder of the game. EXCEPTION: The “must-pitch-five-complete-innings” rule in respect to 
the starting pitcher shall be in effect for all games of six or more innings. In a five-inning game, credit the 
starting pitcher with a game won only if he has pitched at least four complete innings and his team not only 
is in the lead when he is replaced, but remains in the lead the remainder of the game. When the starting 
pitcher does not meet the preceding criteria and more than one relief pitcher is used, the victory shall be 
awarded on the following basis: 

(1) When, during the tenure of the starting pitcher, the winning team assumes the lead and maintains it to 
the finish of the game, credit the victory to the relief pitcher judged by the official scorer to have been the 
most effective. 

(2) Whenever the score is tied, the game becomes a new contest insofar as the winning and losing pitcher 
is concerned. 

(3) Once the opposing team assumes the lead, all pitchers who have pitched up to that point are excluded 
from being credited with the victory except the current pitcher. 
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(4) The winning relief pitcher shall be the one who is the pitcher of record when his team assumes the 
lead and maintains it to the finish of the game. EXCEPTION: Do not credit a victory to a relief pitcher who 
is ineffective in a brief appearance, when a succeeding relief pitcher pitches effectively in helping his team 
maintain the lead. In such cases, credit the succeeding relief pitcher with the victory. 

Earning a Save: Credit a pitcher with a save when he meets all of the following conditions; 
(1) He is the pitcher that finished the game won by his team. 
(2) He is not the winning pitcher. 
(3) He qualifies under one of the following conditions: 
a. He enters the game with a lead of no more than three runs and pitches for at least one inning, or 
b. He enters the game, regardless of the count, with the potential tying run either on base, at bat, or on 
deck (that is, the potential tying run either already on base or is one of the first two batters he faces), or 
c. He pitches effectively for at least three innings. 


Consecutive Game Hitting Streak: A consecutive game hitting streak shall not be terminated if the player's 
plate appearance(s) results in a base on balls, hit batter, defensive interference or sac bunt. The streak 
shall terminate if the player has a sac fly and no hit. Hitting streaks do not carry over from season to season. 


Consecutive Game Playing Streak: A consecutive game playing streak shall be extended if the player plays 
one-half inning on defense or if he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. A pinch- 
running appearance shall not extend the streak. If a player is ejected from the game by an umpire before 
he can comply with the requirement of this rule, the streak shall continue. 


Rain Delays: Pursuant to Rule 3.10(a), the manager of the home team shall be the sole judge as to whether 
a game shall be started because of unsuitable weather conditions or the unfit condition of the playing field, 
except for the second game of a doubleheader. Pursuant to Rule 3.10(c), the umpire in chief shall be the 
sole judge as to whether and when a game shall be suspended and as to whether and when play will be 
resumed. An umpire shall not call a game until at least 30 minutes after he has suspended play. He may 
continue the suspension as long as he believes there is any chance to resume play. 


National League Curfew: There is no curfew in the National League. The game is in the hands of the umpires 
once it has started. 


Major League Year: 172 days of service time constitutes a full year in the Major Leagues. 
Rookie Status at the Major League Level: To be considered a rookie, a player must not have more than 130 


at-bats, or 50 innings-pitched in the Major Leagues during a previous season or seasons, nor more than 
45 days on a Major League roster during the Major League 25-player limit (excluding time in the military).
